B o w They W o rk to K eep the M a lts C lea r 
F r a u d s. 
Tho maihtenance of a large force of 
trained detectiv es or “inspectors,” as 
they are designated u pon tho rolls of 
the postoffice department, has greatly 
pu rified this branch of the serv ice. 
An 
infinite nu mber of swindles are still 
carried on throu gh the agency of the 
mails. 
Swindlers reach their intended v ic­ 
tims by circu lars and by adv ertisements 
in careless or characterless newspapers. 
Tho former method is preferred by 
sharpers, as being the least likely to come 
u nder the notice of the official spies of 
the department. 
It is an easy matter 
to obtain fu ll lists of any requ ired nu m­ 
ber of names, ru nning u p into the 
millions. 
Lottery companies make a 
bu siness of selling fu ll lists of the 
names of their patrons, and other 
swindling concerns which obtain origi­ 
nal lists are addicted to the same prac- 
ti »P. 
Cou ntry men who reply to any one of 
the hu ndreds of snap adv ertisements 
wonder how it is that the hu ndreds of 
fascinating enterprises from one end of 
the cou ntry to the other obtain their 
addresses, and they feel, some way , 
that they mu st be persons of import­ 
ance. 
Their v anity is flattered, and in 
innu merable instances they u ndergo a 
regu lar cou rse of training before they 
acqu ire a su fficient fu nd of ex perience 
to enable them to realize that they are 
on the wrong side of the institu tion for 
the feeble-minded. 
The art craze, which du ring the last 
few y ears has spread ov er the cou ntry 
like an epidemic, 
has dev eloped a 
swindle that is v ery hard for tho depart­ 
ment to reach, and which affords a 
liv elihood for a large nu mber of enter­ 
prising and u nscru pu lou s persons. The 
knav es tax the great army of u nsophis­ 
ticated girls who imagine they hav e ar­ 
tistic tastes by showing them, throu gh 
the mediu m of circu lars, how they can 
pu t themselv es in the way of earning 
comfortable incomes with the ex pendi­ 
tu re of a trifling su m for an ou tfit. They 
promise to take work that is produ ced 
according to their “sy stem,” and re­ 
qu ire a small cash pay ment in adv ance 
from the fav ored artists. 
The depart­ 
ment finds this a most trou blesome 
class of cases to deal with, the origi­ 
nators protecting themselv es v ery com­ 
pletely , as a ru le, against prosecu tion. 
The postoffice 
department 
spent 
months try ing to break u p the scheme 
of a man wFi# Contracted to send'pianos 
and organs from his manu factories in 
Maine and California to any part of the 
cou ntry on pay ment of $2 or S3 or $4 to 
defray the e;>st of box ing the instru ­ 
ments. 
The articles were receiv ed ac­ 
cording to contract, bu t they prov ed to 
be cheap toy pianos and organs, the ex ­ 
pense of box ing which was abou t 10 per 
cent, of the su m remitted in each case. 
Another fellow made a lot of money by 
box ing and 
forwarding 
v ery cheap 
mou th-organs to all who patronized him 
throu gh the mails. 
The proprietor of a snide bu t harm­ 
less cu re for deafness reaped a harv est 
of $30 or $40 a day for a long time. 
His headqu arters were in New York. 
The president of a bogu s medical col­ 
lege did a prosperou s bu siness in sell­ 
ing diplomas, bu t as the men who bit 
at his bait were confessedly as great 
swindlers as lie was, tho department 
was a long time getting at him. 
This 
was a swindle pu re and simple. 
An army of ru ralists forwarded hard- 
earned dollars for a “mowing-machine 
knife-sliarpener, simple, effectiv e,” and 
receiv ed, in retu rn, sticks dipped in 
emery du st, and pieces of iron. 
An­ 
other ingeniou s operator fou nd a mar­ 
ket for thou sands of copies of a cheap 
edition of the Scriptu res by represent­ 
ing the book to be a collection of v ery 
tou gli stories. 
It is not recorded that 
the department interfered with this 
missionary 
enterprise. — Ha rtfo rd 
Glo b e.

Another cu riou s speaker is Pig Iron 
Kelley , the great protectionist. 
There 
he sits in the v ery center of the Repu b­ 
lican side of tho Hou se. 
The oldest 
member here, he has as mu ch v itality 
as any man in the Hou se, and thou gh 
he is now ov er 70 he works as hard as 
thou gh he were in his first congressional 
session. 
He keeps his ey e closely u pon 
all political legislation, and he told me 
lately that his work du ring the present 
session wou ld largely consist of watch­ 
ing the opposition, and by the aid of 
his long ex perience prev enting su ch 
legislation as he thou ght improper. Pig 
Iron Kelley is one of the tallest men in 
Congress. 
He is fu lly six feet high, 
and ev ery inch of his long, thin anatomy 
is bone, brain, and mu scle. 
In his seat 
in Congress he is generally leaning 
back in his chair with his hands folded 
u pon his knees. 
When lie speaks lie 
stands as straight as a Lake Su perior 
oak, and hu rls his thou ghts at the 
Hou se in a v oice so deep that it fills the 
whole chamber, bu t so articu late that 
his ev ery sy llable is u nderstood. 
As 
he does so he throws his index finger at 
the opposition and shakes his heav y 
mane of iron gray hair. 
His bright 
black ey es dart fire, and his tongu e al­ 
most flashes at times in its sarcastic 
u tterances. 
In priv ate conv ersation he 
is a pleasant fellow if y ou do not com­ 
bat him on the tariff, bu t broach this 
and he will delu ge y ou with a whole 
political economy of fact and figu re. 
A story is told of his adv entu res with 
a y ou ng lady at a reception last winter. 
The girl was a noted society .belle who 
pretended to more than ordinary learn­ 
ing. 
On being introdu ced to Mr. 
Iv elley she asked him some qu estion as 
to free trade, and the story is that lie 
talked to her two fu ll hou rs ex plaining 
it. 
He» backed her u p in a corner of 
the room, and she was too polite to show 
her y earning for the dance going on in 
another parlor by any thing sav e a de­ 
cidedly bored look now and then. 
Ju dge Kelley is well read and widely 
trav eled. 
He likes society and is fond 
of the theater. 
He was a jeweler’s ap­ 
prentice originally , was edu cated in a 
printing office, and has had a long politi­ 
cal career. 
He liv es qu ietly here, 
dresses in black broadcloth, and is 
democratic in all his way s. 
He nev er 
writes ou t a speech, and takes no notes 
with him to the Hou se sav e the docu ­ 
ments to which he intends to refer by 
way of illu stration. 
He liv es in Phila­ 
delphia, and has one of the pleasantest 
homes there. 
He reads bu t little at 
niglit, u ses a stenographer in his corre­ 
spondence, and goes to bed early . 
He' 
has lately dropped the u se of tobacco 
entirely after hav ing been addicted to 
it for fifty -fiv e y ears, and he tells me he 
has nev er felt better than ho does to­ 
day .— Wa sh i tig to n letter.

write Korky ra and Krete we felt tha* 
the filiation of Corcy ra and Crete wit! 
Latin and the modern tongu es wa* 
needlessly distu rbed. 
Kirke, Kilikia 
Perdikkas, Katana seemed rather harsl 
and too su bv ersiv e. 
And if Bophoklef 
and Sok rates are right, why JEscliv lm 
and /Eneas, in lieu of Aisehu los ana 
Alneia.« - ? Besides, on what grou rn 
stop short at a k, leav ing the v owels tc 
a Latin 
corru ption ? The 
moderr 
Greeks call the au thor cf the “Iliad 
Omeros, and the v ictor of Marathon 
Meelteeaathes; and it is highly probable 
that this is far nearer the tru e pronu n­ 
ciation than are Homer and Miltiades. 
To be consistent, we shall hav e to talk 
of Alias, Odu sses, Pu rrlios, Lu kou r 
gos, Thou ku dides, Oidipou s, Aisehu los, 
and Kirke, wantonly interru pting the 
whole Grnoco-Roman 
filiation. 
And, 
while we plu nge orthography into a hope­ 
less welter, we shall stray ev en fu rther 
from tho tru e ancient pronu nciation. In 
the resu lt, English literatu re has re­ 
jected the change with an instinctiv e 
sense that it wou ld inv olv e u s in qu ick­ 
sands, and wou ld to no su fficient pu r­ 
pose break the long tradition which 
bou nd Greece with Rome and both 
with Eu ropean literary cu stoms. 
Mr. 
Carly le wou ld hav e all tru e men speak 
of Friederieh and Otto; the Ku rfu rst of 
Koln; of Trier, Prag, Ragensbu rg, and 
Bclilesien. Bu t then he is qu ite will­ 
ing to speak like any common person 
abou t Mahomet and the Koran, of 
Clov is and Lothar, of a Du ke of Bru ns­ 
wick, and of 
Charles Amadeu s of 
Sav oy ; he Anglicizes Marseille, Preu s- 
sen, Oesterreich, and Sachen; nay , he 
actu ally talks abou t “Charlemagne” at 
“Aix -la-Chapelle.” Tradition and En­ 
glish literatu re are in fact too strong 
for him ex cept where he wishes to be 
particu larly affectionate or u nu su ally 
impressiv e. 
I v entu re to think Fred­ 
erick and Cologne are names so deeply 
imbedded in ou r English speech that 
there is notning affectionate or impres­ 
siv e in the effort to u proot them by 
foreign words which the mass of En­ 
glishmen 
cannot pronou nce. 
It is 
ridicu lou s to write “the Ku rfu rst of 
Koln. ” It shou ld be “der Ku rfu rst v on 
Koln.” Bu t, then, we liad better write 
the German at once .—Fred eric Ha r­ 
riso n , in Nin eteen th Cen tu ry.

Grou nd 
air comes u p into the hou se from the 
cellar ami a large amou nt of prev ent­ 
able disease is cau sed by damp cellars. 
The chief cau se of consu mption is im­ 
pu re air, and the disease can be cu red 
only in good air. 
There is no v irtu e in 
sleeping in a cold room. 
What is 
needed is fresli air. 
False economy 
av oids v entilation, shu ts ou t the fresh 
air, followed by w eakly wiv es and sickly 
children. 
Many believ e that ice is 
alway s pu re. 
This is partly bu t not 
wdiolly tru e. 
Disease may be cau sed 
by ice from stagnant, miasmatic water. 
The sou rce of the ice su pply shou ld be 
one of pu rity and cleanliness.

I N D U S T R I A L V I C T O R IE S W ON IIV WO­ 
M E N . 
Forty y ears ago there was one wo­ 
man in the United States who was a 
merchant. 
Bhe was pointed ou t as a 
great ex ample. 
There was also one 
woman preacher, and one woman phy si­ 
cian, who had been instru cted priv ately 
and w ho for y ears practiced withou t a 
diploma. 
There are now nearly or 
qu ite 3,000 women phy sicians in this 
cou ntry . 
They mu ster more strongly 
in this than in either of the other 
learned professions. 
Abou t 200 hav e 
climbed into the pu lpit, and abou t half 
as many are su pposed to be v ersed in 
the intricacies of the lawr. 
The figu res of the last censu s show 
v ery clearly the indu strial v ictories that 
hav e been won by w omen. 
There are 
now bu t few callings in which they are 
not represented. 
Nearly one-third of 
all the artists in the United States are 
women. 
This is a field into which they 
hav e pressed only in modern times. 
There are not many female names to 
keep company with those of the old 
masters. 
The restricted edu cation of 
women in the middle ages u nfitted them 
for entrance u pon the domain of art. 
Bu t with the increased facilities for 
training in that line there are u ndou bt­ 
edly great triu mphs in store for them 
there. 
Women alw ay s did more or less 
literary work, bu t comparativ ely few of 
them hav e inv aded the ranks of jou r­ 
nalism. 
Of the 12,300 jou rnalists in 
this cou ntry only the odd hu ndreds are 
women, and these hav e mostly made 
special departments for themselv es. 
As correspondents and reporters in cer­ 
tain lines they hav e fairly and honorably 
earned their straps. 
A Boston paper not long ago pu b­ 
lished some statements relating to the 
employ ment of women in Massachu setts 
which are interesting if tru e. 
One of 
these is that there are no less than 284 
branches of indu stry in w hich women 
gain a liv elihood in that State. 
In these 
v ariou s pu rsu its 250,000 women make 
their own liv ing.—Ph ila d elp h ia Rec­

Tho astute an d purchase 1 in tellect of 
claim agen t cormoran ts an d curb-ston e law­ 
yers in Washin gton was con stan tly con triv­ 
in g n ow d evices for in creasin g pen sion s by 
which to fill their own pockets. 
He spoke 
of the “n ebulosity’’ of the ostimates mad e by 
d ifferen t jwrson s os to the amoun t that the 
pen d in g 
measure would take from the 
treasury an d asserted that the amoun t was 
beyon d the ken of mortal man . 
Teller said the govern men t had mad e a 
con tract with the sold ier, th at if he received 
in jury he should receive compen sation for 
it. 
That was as sacred a con tract as a con ­ 
tract to pay the bon d ed d ebt of the Un ion . 
We had heard much talk about the expen ses 
of our pen sion s—as if they were somethin g 
we ought n ot to have paid —somethin g we 
ought to have avoid ed payin g. It was com­ 
plain ed that we had paid over # 700,000,(XX) 
in pen sion s. 
We had paid to mon eyed men 
more than three times that sum as^mere in ­ 
terested for tho use of their mon ey in put­ 
tin g d own the rebellion an d wero payin g 
the prin cipal besid es. 
We had d on e that 
because we had n o right to ropud iate our 
hon orable obligation s 
But were such| obli­ 
gation s an y more sacred than the obliga­ 
tion s wo had in curred to tho men whose en ­ 
d uran ce an d patriotism an d sufferin g had 
saved tho n ation ? 
Fortun ately wo wero 
able to keep our obligation s of both classes. 
Blair d en ied with emphasis that tho in ­ 
creased expen d iture for pen sion s wore the 
result of the efforts of pen sion agen ts. The 
in crease ho said was d uo to tn o sen se of 
right an d of hon orable obligation s that per­ 
vad ed this republic. 
A large portion of tho time tho house 
spen t in committee on tho private calen d ar 
Frid ay was occupied by a sharp d ebate on 
the tariff 
question , the opportun ity to 
bran ch off in that d irection arrivin g on a 
bill to exten d a paten t, speakin g in opposi­ 
tion to which Dun n of Arkan sas, in timated 
th at tho operation of tho paten t laws created 
mon opolies, an d main tain ed that the pro­ 
tective tariff in jured people of the west an d 
ben efitted man ufacturers of the east. 
Kelly of Ben n sylvan ia, 
d efen d ed 
the 
tariff la tvs an d said that if tho policy of 
Arkan sas would (» ermit d evelopmen t of her 
m aterial resources, she would shin e resplen ­ 
d en t amon g the in d ustrial n ation s of tho 
world , an d her people would aboun d in 
wealth. 
In reply to a question by Dun n , os 
to what n ow preven ted them from so d oin g, 
Kelly said : “The theory th at led to the es­ 
tablishmen t of the southern Con fed eracy— 
that our workshops should bo on the other 
sid e of the ocean .” 
In an swer to Kelly’s argum en t in favor 
of a protective tariff, Dun u read from a 
d escription given by Mr. Powd erly of the 
lamen table con d ition of Hun garian laborers 
in the Pen n sylvan ia coke region s, an d in ­ 
stan ced this as “the beauty, tho luxury, the 
d elight, the happin oss of thaJt protective la­ 
bor.” 
In the n ame of protection , ho said , 
labor bad been robbed ; tho life of the la­ 
borer d eprived of happin ess an d pleasure, 
an d his child ren sen t to premature graves, 
lu closin g, Dun n charged that it was the 
Pen n sylvan ia statesman who had robbed 
Arkan sas of her just prosperity.

“ Until I learn just what info rmatio n there 
is in the po ssessio n o f the state department 
and the exact attitude we are in, 
I wo uld 
no t like to say what I think sho uld bo do ne 
by this gov ernment, but I am in favo r o f 
immediate, declsiv e^and manly action on the 
part of this gov ernment,” said Mr. Rice of 
Massachusetts, member of the house com­ 
mittee on foreign affairs. 
» What wo want to know, and to know at 
once” continued Mr. Rice to a United Press 
reporter, is “whether our v essels are to be 
allowed to go into British parts and buy 
fishing bait, or trade in anything which are 
granted British v essels in our ports. 
If the 
English authorities intend to seize our v es­ 
sels simply because a piece of canv ass care­ 
lessly falls ov er tho name of the v essel and 
set up the presumption that she is sailing in 
disguise, wo want to know it, for it is a v ery 
small way of treating international affairs. 
¡Since the cause for seizing the Adam s has 
been declared by the British authorities to 
not inv olv e a q uestion of territorial waters, 
and the alleged cause assigned is v ery triv ­ 
ial, we must demand an explanation that 
will be definite and satisfactory. 
It is time 
for v igorous action. 
I indorse the Frye 
bill, granting the same priv ileges to English 
v essels that are giv en ours in British ports, 
but I would like to see more positiv e and 
more immediate steps taken.

Tho famous joint discussion in I8 6 0, 
bet worn Stephen 
A. 
Douglas 
and 
Abraham Lincoln, which made the 
former Senator and tho latter President, 
first introduced to the people of Illinois 
Mr. Hubert Roberts Hitt. 
Then a 
young man, he was Mr, Lincoln’s short­ 
hand reporter, taking down all his 
speeches 
verbatim 
for 
publication, 
jointly with those of Mr. Douglas (who 
was also accompanied by a shorthand 
reporter), in that grand tour of the 
State. 
The series of debates consisted 
of eight joint meetings 
at 
central 
localities in different portions of the 
State, and larger meetings than those 
were have never been witnessed in 
Illinois. 
The first meeting at which the leading 
champions of Republicanism and Democ­ 
racy discussed the great political ques­ 
tions which were at tho time agitating 
the country was at Ottaw a, the second 
at Freeport. 
The city of Freeport was 
literally alive with people, the friends 
of the great disputants vying with each 
other to see w hich could turn out the 
larger number. 
The meeting was out 
of doors in an open field, in the center 
of which a speaker’s platform had been 
constructed. 
The day was piping hot. 
Mr. Lincoln was to make tho opening 
speech at 2:30 p. m., sharp. 
That hour 
arrived and the band ceased playing; 
both of the speakers were seated on the 
platform, surrounded by reporters and 
a score of prominent Illinois, Wisconsin 
and Iowa politicians. 
All eyes w*ere 
turned toward Mr. Lincoln, who was 
momentarily ex pected to rise and begin. 
But it w*as evident that something was 
wrong. 
Mr. Lincoln sat uneasily in 
his chair, moving about nervously and 
looking eagerly around on the platform 
and down into the throng of spectators. 
Finally lie arose, and with the same 
eager look again surveyed the platform 
ami those surrounding it, and then in­ 
stead of opening his speech, he called 
out: 
“W here’s Bob Hitt ? 
Does any­ 
body know* where H itt is?” 
Tho spectacle ex cited laughter among 
those who did not know about 
Hitt, 
but Mr. Lincoln’s immediate friends 
and the reporters, who understood how’ 
important ft part of “the circus” H itt 
wfts, appreciated Mr. Lincoln’s per­ 
plex ity. 
He did not wish to commence 
his speech until his shorthand reporter 
was on hand to take dowm his every 
word. 
Hitt was that shorthand re­ 
porter, but he was missing. 
After 
waiting anx iously for about five min­ 
utes, Mr. Lincoln was finally informed 
that “Hitt was coming,” and the long, 
thin face of the Republican champion 
lost its« look of anx iety. 
Hitt, out of 
breath, wras hastily lifted to his place 
t-o his breast, bursts into peals of merriment 
as In* confesses the deception he has prac­ 
ticed all along. 
And he winds up by assur­ 
ing her that, so fur ¡is money is concerned, i 
they are not a bit poor; that she can afford 
to buy Paris gowns, and, if sin* likes, she j 
shall hob-nob with her Royal Nibbs her- 
j 
self. And Kii grows a little pale, then a i 
little reproachful. 
A sigh flutters from her j 
lips; it is the last sigh for years, and she • 
says plaintively: 
“Aud all my preparations for poverty are j 
useless. 
O! John, dear, I'm a lmo st sorry 
we aren't poor after all.” 
But Longford only laughs more merrily

Congress 
at last came to the rescue, and made 
successive 
appropriations 
until the 
structure was completed. 
Daniel Webster w as a good liver, and 
w hen in Washington he used to go to 
market three times a week to purchase 
delicacies for the table.

But Hitt was there, and in due 
time lie came to Washington, where 
Senator Morton made him clerk of the 
committee on privileges and elections. 
Then he was sent to Paris as secretary 
of legation, and acted there as charge 
d’affaires, and Mr. Blaine, when he 
went into the Department of State, w'as 
congratulated on having Mr. H itt as 
assistant secretary. 
In 1881, the death 
of Col. Hawk, the representative of the 
Six th District of Illinois, in which Mr. 
Hitt resided, made a vacancy, which he 
was elected to till, and he was subse­ 
quently re-elected. 
His 
old Illinois 
friends when they visited Washington 
and inquired “Whore’s Bob H itt?” were 
directed to one of the most picturesque 
houses in the city, elegantly furnished, 
wliero he lived, surrounded by works of 
art and valuable books. 
The Washington National Monument, 
w hen it was slowly being built by popu­ 
lar donations, received numerous con­ 
tributions of stones from States, cities, 
and organizations. 
The Pope, on being 
; informed by the United States Minister 
1 at Rome that a stone from the old 
Mother City would be welcomed, gave 
orders to have one taken from a ruin 
and sent to Washington. 
This was 
wdieu the Native American ex citement 
had been stimulated by those who de- 
1 sired to break up the old Whig party, 
and “Sam” declared that no donation 
from the Pope should ornament the 
monument to be reared in honor of 
h i m - -brevier, a medley of life and death, a 
who directed that “None but Ameri­ 
cans should be put on guard.”
